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Pecora on Sit-Down Strikes. 

Judge Ferdinand Pecora of New 
York, appearing in behalf of the 
Roosevelt court bill, told the com- 
mittee today that “sit-down strikes

National Guard Capt. Zachariah 
Coombes, Judge-Advocate, said he 
expected to question 20 to 25 wit- 
nesses. 

Maj. Howard appointed Col. H. H. 
Carmichael, director of the Texas 
Public Safety Department; Capt. 
Ed Clark, Col. C. E. Parker, Capt. 
O. P. Kerr and Capt. Coombes, all 
of the National Guard, to the board 
of inquiry. 

Capt. Coombes moved that Dr. 
E. P. Schoch of the University of 
Texas, an expert on explosions, be 
asked to give his opinion after the 
evidence had been examined. 

A recess was called and wit- 
nesses were asked to remain in the 
hall, a barn-like structure only a 
few yards from the wrecked build-

ing. 2 
Chemist’s Ex on. 

Dr. Schoch, a chemist, had said 
before court convened that his opin- 
ion from the evidence he had gath- 
ered unofficially was that the dis- 
aster was a gas explosion. He 
added, however, that it was pos- 
sible testimony would cause him to 
change his mind, 

“One of the big probabilities,” he 
said, is that the walls exploded.” 
His theory ig that gas escaping 
from the gas steam radiator sys- 
tem accumulated in the hollow tile 
walls. 

He discounted possibility of a 
gasoline vapor or dust blast. 

“The blast blew things too far 
to be a dust explosion,” he said. “If 
it had been caused by gasoline va- 
pors, the victims would have been 
burned. The victims in the main 
don’t show scorching. It is just as 
if they were blown to death.” 

Architect Testifies, 

J. L. Downing of Henderson, 
architect who assisted in the prep- 
aration of original plans for the 
building, was the first witness after 
the recess. 

He said the original intention was 
to heat the structure with a boiler 
and steam, and that the architect's 
plans were on the basis of such a 
system. He said the purpose of 
the change to gas steam heating 
was to reduce the cost. 

Downing's first testimony was 
devoted to an involved technical 
explanation of the building layout. 

He said there were four vents 
which were not for the circulation 
of air primarily. 

“It is practical to have some cir- 
culation so workers who go in for 
investigations or repair work are 
not in an airtight box while they 
are underneath,” he said. 

Dr. Schoch asked if there was 
any vent system in the original con- 
struction plans to take care of es- 
caping gas..

He told the court that no one 
told him how the radiators should 
be installed. 

“I’m a plumber and was supposed 
to know,” he Said. 

He added that the holes for the 
gas vents already were in the wall 
when he put the radiators in place 
and that he merely “stuck the vents 
into the holes.” 

Shortly after Hodges started tes- 
tifying, the court recessed until 
after luncheon. The investigators 
inspected the venting system in the 
two building wings, which were 
not so badly damaged as the cen- 
tral unit. 


Six of 72 Radiators Intact. 


The blast left only six of the 72 
radiators in the building intact with 
their wall connections. Dr. Schoch 
inspected each and said he found 
only one with a satisfactory flue.

Then, after quoting Justice Stone 
as attributing one of the court ma- 
jority’s opinions to personal eco- 
nomic predilections,” Pecora cited 
a speech by Justice Sutherland in 
1917 when he was president of the 
American Bar Association. 

In that speech, Pecora quoted 
Sutherland as saying there never 
was a time when the code govern- 

bankers and business men 
“was finer in tone or more faith- 
fully observed than it ig today” and 
then adding that never before had 
business been “so beset and be- 
deviled with vexatious statutes.” 

He quoted Justice Sutherland ag 
saying further that “in my judg- 
ment an extraordinarily large pro- 
portion of the statutes which have 
been passed from time to time in 
our various Legislative bodies might 
be repealed without the slightest 
detriment to the general welfare.” 

Recalling his service for the Sen- 
ate Investigating Committee, Pe- 
cora suggested to Senators who 
took part in it to “acquaint their 
colleagues with the contrast be- 
tween the evidence there brought 
to light concerning the moral plane 
of the conduct of our bankers and 
Mr. Justice Sutherland’s concep- 
tion of it.” 

Pecora said he had not the 
“slightest doubt” that this philos- 
ophy of Sutherland's contributed to 
his rulings against minimum wage 
legislation by Congress in 1922 and 
by states in 1936. 

The witness added that this led 
to “the strong possibility” that those 
laws would have been held constitu- 
tional except for “the personal pre- 
dilections of Mr. Justice Suther- 
land.” 

“The economic predilections of 
the Justices have not only bedeviled 
constitutional law,” he added, “they 
have paralyzed administrative agen- 
cies in their effort to protect the 
public.”

Criticising the Supreme Court’s 
rulings that agriculture and labor 
conditions are not national prob- 
lems, Brant said:

Not because of the constitution, but 
because of the way the constitution 
has been misinterpreted by Justices 
who deny the existence of Federal 
power because they do not like the’ 
way it is exercised.” 

“You have been told,” he added,

partial, aloof and independent um- 
pire, as in a baseball game, and 
that anybody who objects to the de- 
cisions of the umpire is a poor 
sport, and the way to change the 
decisions of the umpire is to change 
the rules of the game. 

“I might say in regard to that, 
that if the Supreme Court is an um- 
pire, it makes the rules as it goes 
along, and is steadily’ moving’ first 
and third bases nearer to second? 

Brant contended the court was 
not an umpire, but a participant in 
a game between government and 
“the country’s problems,” and that 
it had “ag great a responsibility as 
Congress and the President in pre- 
senting a united front to the oppos- 
ing team, whose heavy hitters are 
poverty, insecurity and national dis- 
illusionment.” 

Brant conceded that in his book, 
“Storm Over the Constitution,” he 
had opposed expanding the Su- 
preme Court, but he said he had 
changed his mind when the court 
failed “to show the slightest under- 
standing of what the election 
meant.“

HAVANA, March 20,—The Count- 
ess of Covadonga filed suit for di- 
vorce today against the former 
Crown Prince Alfonso of Spain, 
charging him with “voluntary and 
continued abandonment.”

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BANKING FIRMS GET CONTRACT 
TO REFINANCE ARKANSAS BONDS 


Chicago and &t. Louis ä 
Reach Agreement With State 
Officials. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 20. 
o Chicago and gt. Louis bank- 
ing firms have received a 13-month 
contract to refinance $160,000,000 in 
Arkansas highway, toll bridge and 
road improvement district bonds. 

Gov. Carl E. Bailey signed the 
contract with representatives of A. 
C. Allyn & Co,, Inc,, Chicago, and 
Stifel, Nicolaus 4 Co., Inc., St. 
Lou The contract was approved 
by the State Board of Finance and 
will expire May 1, 1938, 

Under the terms the bankers will 
receive one-half of one per cent of 
the par value of all 3.5 per cent or 
less bonds which the state may is- 
sue in exchange for bonds bearing 
a higher interest rate, or bonds gold 
to pay for called bonds. They will 
get one-eighth of one per cent of 
the par value of obligations ex- 
changed for bonds bearing interest 
at 3 or 3.5 per cent, 

Bailey said the state could save 
$26,000,000 under the “least favor- 
able” circumstances at a cost of 
$50,000.

HARRISON QUITS: 


AS DIRECTOR OF 
ATHLETICS AT 
PITTSBURGH d. 


By the Associated Press. 

PITTSBURGH, March 20.—-Chan- 
cellor John G. Bowman received 
the resignation today of W. Don 
Harrison as athletic director at the 
University of Pittsburgh, ending a 
long standing feud between Har- 
rison and Coach John Bain Suther- 
land. 

In his acceptance, Dr. Bowman 
charged the school’s athletic council 
with “responsibility to discourage 
any subsidies” to football players 
because of their athletic ability. 

Harrison will continue to super 
vise all branches of athletics until 
the end of the school term, except 
football which will be under com- 
plete control of Sutherland. 

The Athletic Council said it was 
loath to accept Harrison's resigna- 
tion but the director insisted, put- 
ting his resignation in these words: 

“The problem in the department 
of athletics is one of personalities. 
It is not for me to pass on the 
merit of either side, But this I 
know, such a situation should, un- 
der no circumstance, exist in any 
department in the university. .. .” 

Chancellor Bowman summed up 
his charge to the council on the 
school’s future athletic policy thus: 

„ „ « Football as well as other 
forms of athletics at the university 
shall be conducted primarly for the 
benefit of the students. Much 
discussion of athletics centers 
around the subsidization of ath- 
letes. Much of this talk ig non- 
sense. I cannot express to you 
too strongly my desire that. the 
university shall discourage the giv- 
ing of special help to students who 
have nothing to recommend them 
but athletic ability.”

And we are here to tell you that 
it takes a deed of surpassing merit 
to cause a New York multitude to 


cheer the cops.

In spades. If he is not the 

meanest man in tHe world, he is 
so close to it that it will take the 
camera eye to decide the finish. 
We differentiate, of course, between 
the shark, and the man who lends 
money at a fair and legal rate of 
interest. There are many of these 
men. 

They are not sharks. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they are benefactors to 
the chap who needs money in a 
great hurry, and has no other way 
of getting it than by borrowing, 
perhaps against his salary. 

“Neither a borrower nor a lender 
be” is excellent doctrine, but it 
takes no account of sudden sickness 
or death, or other calamity that 
sometimes catches a fellow with his 
financial suspenders down. In such 
emergency, the money lender who 
does not ask your right eye for se- 
curity can be a blessing.

He is the man 
who charges up to the 300 per cent 
that the New York cops encoun- 
tered. 

And the unhappy feature of the 
thing is that the loan shark is, often 
enabled to skulk about his nefari- 
ous business behind the inadequa- 
cies of the law. If the loan shark 
had a conscience, he would hang 
himself. But, of course, if he had 
a conscience, he would not be a 
loan shark in the first instance. He 
would prefer burglary. It is much 
more genteel...

We do not know how far back 
he goes. But it is conceivable that 
when Father Adam and Mother 
Eve decided they wanted some nice, 
classy fig leaves, Father A. had to 
go to the local loan shark and bor- 
row the money to buy the leaves. 
Maybe the serpent is the old story’s 
allegory of the loan shark. In that 
event, this at last identifies the ser- 
pent beyond any doubt. It was a 
cotton-mouth moccasin. 

And yet we knew a lot of loan 
sharks of kindly instinct when we 
were knocking around the West 
back down the years. Only we did 
not call them loan sharks in those 
days. We called-them “easy money 
men.” It was easy to get money:

men were bashful about pursuing 
collections themselves, which proves 
their kindly instinct.

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Ripe Bananas 


And Milk Are 
Balanced Diet 


Fruit Supplements Liquid for 
Perfect Fare; and Are 
Easily Digested. 


By Ay 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE demand for a light lunch, 
122 is nevertheless balanced 

and satisfying, is completely met 
with one banana and a large glass 
of milk. 

Musa sapientum, the ordinary 
yellow banana, is an excellent nu- 
tritional supplement for milk. It is 
not a substitute, but a supplement. 
In other words, while milk is the 
best single all-around: food, it lacks 
one or two dietary requirements in 
order to be perfect fare. The banana 
very largely supplies these elements, 

A fully ripe banana has a little 
dapple of brown on its golden-yel- 
low skin. In this condition it is as 
easy to digest as milk. And milk is 
99 per cent digestible for the aver- 
age person. $ 

The banana is satisfying, stays in 
the stomach long enough to allay 
hunger, and yet does not bog you 
down for the afternoon’s work.. It 
has minerals, vitamins, 20 per cent 
sugar, and a small amount of pro- 
tein. Like milk, it burns to alka- 
line ash in the body and produces 
a slight alkaline reaction. 
The sugars in the fully ripe ba- 
nana are dextrose, levulose and su- 
crose—all simple sugars, rapidly 
convertible into energy. 

The banana is also mildly laxa- 
tive, and its sugars conduce to the 
growth of beneficial ‘organisms in 
the intestine. 

* * . 

BANANA of ordinary size and 
weight contains about 100 calo- 
ries, a large glass of milk con- 
tains. about 340 calories, so that a 
milk and banana lunch represents 
nearly 500 calories. This is about 
a fourth or a fifth of what is need- 
ed for the entire day: For those 
who are overweight,.the banana 
and milk diet has proved to be ef- 
fective and harmless as a method 
of reducing, even if simply one ba- 
nana and a pint of cream are used 
three times a day. This gives, how- 
ever, only 1500 calories a day, and 
for those of normal or underweight, 
when doing vigorous, full-time 
work, the milk and banana diet is 
not entirely sufficient. 

The value of it as a luncheon 
dish, however, is that it is so light 
and satisfying, that it keeps one 
alert during the afternoon grind, 
and if the let-down comes about 3 
or 4 o'clock, it will do no harm to
